Professor Enrique Rodrigue Fabregat, Permanent Representative of Uruguay to the 
United Nations igned the Annecy Protocol and the Torquay Protocol to the General 
Agreeme nt on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), in a ceremony at United Nations Headquarters 
a result, Uruguay will on 16 December become the 34th Contracting Party to the 
GATT an agreement in operation since 1948 which has been accepted by countries which 

conduct some 80 per cent of the world’s international trade 
In addition, tariff schedules negotiated at GATT conferences at Annecy, France, end- 
ing in October 1949, and at Torquay, England, ending in April 1951, will enter into force 

for Uruguay on 16 December 

Ry its action Uruguay also agreed to the Declaration wot 24 October 1953 concerning 
Continued Application of Schedule to the GATT. This declaration was drawn up by the 
Contracting I’ sat their recent se ion in Geneva as a means of extending until 1 July 
tariff rates on some 65,000 item vhich had been negotiated at past GATT conferences

FOR FURTHER EXPANSION 
OF WORLD TRADE

ORLD trade, meaning in particular 
the trade conducted among the coun- 
tries free of Russian domination, is mov- 
ing at high levels. The foreign trade of 
both the United States and Canada, for 
example, has held up remarkably well 
throughout the post-World War II period. 
In fact, a volume of international com- 
merce is being sustained by both countries 
far above the prewar records. Nations in 
other areas and on other continents are 
also engaged in foreign trade to an extent 
which few would have dared to predict in 
1939. Flash run-ups and sudden setbacks 
are being experienced from time to time 
in the trade of various countries, as must 
be expected in these times of rapidly shift- 
ing economic and political forces. But on 
the whole, an impressively large flow of 
goods is constantly circulating in the 
channels of commerce of the free world. 
The beneficial character and broad scope 
of the results derived from participating 
in international trade have been thor- 
oughly established by authorities in the 
business world and in the governmental 
sphere. The people of any nation, through 
engaging in import and export trade, are 
enabled to live better, to have a stronger 
economy, to keep up with improvements 
in production selling, and other business 
techniques and procedures, and to enjoy 
the enlargement of horizons which goes 
with expanding familiarity with the 
world. A shut-in, sealed-off, lethargic ex- 
istence, while it may seem safe and com- 
fortable for a while, will in the long run 
produce only ignorance, backwardness 
and poverty individuals and nations 
alike. 

In the case of the United States, the rec- 
ord levels of export sales in recent vears 
have contributed greatly to the mainte- 
nance of the high production which jis 
essential to employment and prosperity. 
Let us remember that the basic purnose 
of exports is to obtain in exchange other 
goods and services which are reauired and 
desirable. By and large, neither com- 
panies nor individuals are ant to look 
around for imnorted articles to buy simply 
for the sake of boosting the import volume 
The billions cf dollars worth of products 
which have been brought into the United 


for 


into Canada since 1945 have 
been imported because they were neces- 
sary to the functioning of the national 
economies and to meet the requirements 
of improved living standards. 

Countries whose economies are not op- 
erated on so vast and complicated a scale 
as our North American economies appre- 
ciate more readily this basie fact: the 
virtue of exports lies primarily in the re- 
turn flow of goods purchased from other 
lands with the proceeds of the foreign 
sales. Government reports and _ studies 
made by private groups have made it very 
clear that imported materials are essential 
to the maintenance of the United States 
standard of living and the continuing de 
velopment of production for defense. Ex 
ecutives in many industries are well aware 
of the essential contribution of exports 
and imports, and leading business associa- 
tions are publicly advocating policies of 
foreign trade expansion rather than re- 
striction. It is surprising, therefore, that 
efforts should be undertaken to impress 
upon the government and the public that 
imports in themselves are damaging and 
harmful to the American economy. Cet 
tain producers, it is true, can establish 
good cases for the retention of a reason- 
able amount of tariff protection in the 
national interest againsts competition of 
products entering the country from 
abroad. It is not reasonable, however, to 
overstate the case by condemning all com 
petitive imports, or to plead for a whole 
national policy of foreign trade restriction 
hased only on the special requirements of 
a limited number of specific industries 

We are living in times and cireum- 
stances which urgently necessitate further 
expansion of international trade among 
all the countries of the free world. The 
benefits to the United States, and to 
Canada, and to all of the nations con- 
cerned, would be tremendous. A substan- 
tial increase in the interchange of raw 
materials, manufactured products, and 
essential services appears absolutely indis- 
pensable to the very existence of nations 
living in liberty and independence. There 
can be no question but that a healthy ex- 
pansion of trade will make for much addi- 
tional economic strength in support of

vital defense programs. Unquestionably, 
also, improved standards of living can be 
attained by countries participating in a 
further development of international 
trade. 

It should be recognized that the inter- 
national investment of private enterprise 
capital must be considered as implicit in 
any consideration of world trade. Invest- 
ment, production and trade are insepa- 
rable in any domestic business system. 
They are linked equally closely in inter- 
national commerce. Policies for the pro- 
tection and promotion of international in- 
vestments must go hand in hand with 
policies for trade expansion. The econo- 
mies of many countries are suffering 
handicaps imposed by unenlightened atti- 
tudes toward foreign direct private in- 
vestment within their borders. The capital, 
techniques and know-how which necessa- 
rily accompany foreign private investment 
must, in many places, supplement and aid 
local capital and local knowledge if the 
economic development so ardently desired 
is to be attained. 

Considering the many advantages to be 
gained from a further expansion of inter- 
national trade, we ought to examine the 
obstacles and difficulties that stand in the 
way. It may be possible to analyze big 
and complicated economic problems and 
write out solutions on paper. This is 
especially true if the solution involves a 
large and continuous outpouring of gov- 
ernment funds. But the practicalities of 
economic and political life will force solu- 
tions that are not based on the heavy 
burdens of excessive taxation and are not 
auick palliatives masking unsound proce- 
dures. Under our systems of economic 
life, the problems must be analyzed and 
solved through the improvement of in- 
ternational trade conditions based on the 
sound approach of private initiative. en- 
terprise and responsibility. The truth is 
that such policies have been developed, 
tried, tested and found workable if they 
are only permitted to become operative. 
Sometimes, when we look around the 
world, we do not know whether to marvel 
at the economic and technological progress 
which has been achieved, or to devlore 
the fact that we are not a great deal fur- 
ther along than we are. When in a de- 
vloring frame of mind, the first thine 
likely to cause concern is the obtuseness 
of many governments in failing to he 
guided by plain good sense in the economic 
sphere. Perhaps it oversimplifies the mat- 
ter somewhat to say that too many govern- 
ments in our times helieve in expansion 
through restriction. We are aware that 


too many governments all too often

PROPOSED CONFERENCE OF PACIFIC COAST FREIGHT FORWARDERS 

The Executive Committee of the CBFAA has decided that a conference of freight 
furwarders would not serve the best interests of the forwarding industry. 

The principal reasons for this decision were that 

. A conferens agreement would undoubtedly entail the filing of a tariff fixine flat 
fees fur forwarding services, and such tariff would be contrary to all our arguments In 
previous dcckets, that a forwarder must have freedom of rates, since no two shipments 
are alike. 

2. We have good reason to belleve that the Federal Maritime Board would not 
approve any agreement whereby members of a conference could collect brokerage and 
those outside the conference could not collect brokrage. 

3. It is a virtual impossibility for all forwarders to join the conference, especially 
in larger ports, where competition is keen. Consequently, the formation of a conference 
would leave outsid the conference many in the industry who would simply take advan 
tage of the publication of conference rates to undercut them,

GATT PARTIES DEBATE FRENCH PLAN FOR WORLD-WIDE 
REDUCTION OF TARIFFS 

The Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, meeting in 
Geneva, have debated a revised French plan for world-wide tariff reduction by a new 
method involving reduction of the average tariff rate by 30 per cent in three years 

In the debate the plan was generally welcomed as an important step toward finding 
a way to replace the current method of reciprocal bargaining which some of the parties 
have said is no longer yielding results since the low-tariff countries have nothing more 
to offer in nepotiations 

The United States delegate said hi government intended to study the French plan 
carefully 

The Contracting Varties took no decision on the plan but agreed to refer it to 
governments for comments. Problems arising from the plan will be studied by an inter 
sessional committes 

On another agenda item, the Contracting Parties received a report from the Govern 
ment of Belgium concerning Belgian import restrictions on goods from the dollar area 


NEXT GATT SESSION

indulge their predilections for meeting 
economic difficulties by imposing direct 
and arbitrary controls over the movement 
of goods, capital and currency. Major 
business organizations in the United 
States, including the National Foreign 
Trade Council and the Foreign Trade 
Conventions which it annually sponsors, 
have vigorously recommended the removal! 
of such controls on imports and exports, 
except in instances jeopardizing the na- 
tional defense. 

The types of governmental barriers and 
obstacles which constitute in effect a lid 
being held on the further expansion of 
international trade are forthright enough 
in some cases and insidious in others. 
They take the form of excessive and dis- 
criminatory tariff barriers; quotas limit- 
ing exports or imports to specified quanti- 
ties; and outright exclusions of particulai 
goods. Currency exchange controls can 
have effects as restrictive as any othe 
kind. Special taxes on exports and im- 
ports are also hampering expedients. With 
numerous variations, the types of interna- 
tional trade barriers and controls make 
up a long list, and the effects are usually 
unfortunate in the long run. Unnecessary 
restrictions and discriminations, invoked 
for the purpose of supposedly protecting 
sources of supply and markets, frequently 
tend to breed complacency and economic 
stagnation. 

As part and parcel of any effective 
move to take off many of the restrictions 
on trade and investment, equally effective 
effort will be required in the realm of 
monetary policy. It is encouraging to 
note that there is-a swing to more con 
servative, more orthodox, that is to say 
sounder—policies with regard to fiscal pro 
cedures. Measures to combat the narcotic 
of inflation, however unwelcome or harsh 
they may seem, can only increase the con- 
fidence of producers and traders, and as

a long-term result, stimulate the flow of 
world business. Adherence to sensible 
monetary policies is the unavoidable way 
to strengthen currencies and make them 
eventually convertible. It is to be hoped 
that more and more stress will be 
placed on cutting down non-essential 
government expenditures, and less and less 
on maintaining a burdensome tax load. 
In addition to reducing non-essential gov- 
ernment outlays, the withdrawal of gov- 
ernments from the operation of projects 
that compete with private enterprise 
would be even more to the point for the 
encouragement of business expansion. 

The place of credit and finance is most 
important in building sound foundations 
for expanding world trade. The strength 
and dynamic progress of any single econ 
omy, or the cooperative strength of two 
countries such as Canada and the United 
States, depends to a large extent on how 
wise and forward looking are the policies 
and actions developed by those represented 
at this Credit Convention. The business- 
men of our two countries need to follow 
their traditional way of analyzing the 
problems, setting the high goals of 
achievement, and then putting their shoul- 
ders to the wheel to see that the results 
are obtained. Anything less than an all- 
round dedicated effort on the part of all 
free nations to exnand international trade 
and investment will fall short of meeting 
the great potentials for strength and bet- 
ter living standards throughout the free 
world.

DESTRUCTION OF TOBACCO WASTES 

In the case of Henry Clay and Bock & Co Ltd. v. United States, (. A. ID. 527, the 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals ruled that the Ciovernment was required to make

TOBACCO IMPORT REGULATIONS—Notification No. 5.-220-35-A., dated July 20, 1936, 
corrected up to January 28, 1952, by authority of the Destructive Insects and Pests Act 


1914 (II of 1914) and the Rules Made Thereunder by the Central Government, as reissued 
in 1952, amends regulation 8B on page 5 of circular B.E.P.Q. 404, 2d Revision, governing 
importations of tobacco into India, as follows: (B.E.P.Q. 404, 2nd Rev. Supp. No. 2). 


PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—UNITED KINGDOM 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

A revised summary of the plant quarantine import restrictions of the United Kingdom, 
as they apply in particular to plants and plant products from the United States, has been 
prepared for the information of nurserymen, shippers of fresh fruit and vegetables, plant 
quarantine officials, and others interested in the exportation of plants and plant products 
to the United Kingdom 

It was prepared by Juliet H. Carrington, Division of Plant Quarantines, from the 
Importation of Plants Orders, 1947 to 1953, and the General Licenses issued thereunder, 
the Importation of Forest Trees (Prohibition) Order, 1952, the Plants and Potatoes 
Importation Ordinances, 1951 and 1953 of the Island of Guernsey and General License 
pertaining thereto, the Plants and Potatoes Importation Order, 1953, and the Importation 
of Plants, Plant Seeds and Potatoes (Jersey) Order, 1947. The summary was reviewed by 
Mr. W. C. Moore, Director, Plant Pathology Laboratory of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries. It was subsequently revised slightly to take into account the Importation of 
Piants (General License) (Amendment) Order 1953, for England and Wales. (B.E.P.qQ. 
416, Third Revision.) 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—CUBA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
According to Law-Decree No. 38 of April 29, 1952, published in Official Gazette No 
i02 of May 2, 1952, of Cuba, the following rule has heen established to prevent any 
possible spread of the Hoof-and-Mouth disease virus in that Republic 
Fumigation Required for Straw and Hay for Packing 
All imported merchandise packed in straw or hay is required to be fumigated upon 
entry into Cuba, whether or not such shipments were fumigated at their point of origin 
Any article or commodity packed with excelsior or any other packing material is 
exempt from the above fumigation requirement. (B.E.P.Q. 519, Supplement No. 3.) 


PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—HUNGARIAN 


PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

A summary of the plant quarantine import restrictions of the Hungarian People's 
Itepublic has been prepared for the information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials, 
and others interested in the exportation of plants and plant products to that country 

It was prepared by R. G. Oakley, Supervisor of Export Certification of the Division 
of Plant Quarantines, from translations supplied by the Legation of the Hungarian 
People’s Republic in Washington, D. C. of the applicable law and orders concerned, and 
reviewed by the Hungarian Ministry of Agriculture 

The information contained in this circular is believed to be correct up to the time 
of preparation but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor as a substitute for, 
the original texts, and it is not to be interpreted as legally authoritative. The decrees 
themselves should be consulted for the exact texts. (B.E.P.Q. 427, Revised.) 

ANIMAL CASINGS CONSIGNED TO IRELAND 

Form MI 415-5 shall be issued for animal casings destined to Ireland. The containers 
of animal casings consigned to Ireland shall be marked with the regular export stamp 
(MI 412-10). (M.I.D. Memo. No. 195.) 


REMOVAL OF “NORWAY” FROM THE LIST OF COUNTRIES HAVING 


RINDERPEST OR FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE 

Pursuant to section 306 of the Tariff Act of 1930, the Secretary of Agriculture has 
determined that neither rinderpest nor foot-and-mouth disease now exists in Norway, and 
accordingly has, effective September 28, 1953, further amended section 94.1 of B.A.I. Order 
373 by removing Norway from the list of designated countries in which it has been 
determined that such disease exists 

The determination, notification, and amendment remove the present prohibitions under 
section 306 of the tariff act upon importation into the United States of cattle, sheep, and 
other domestic ruminants, and swine, and of fresh, chilled, or frozen beef, veal, mutton. 
‘amb, or pork from Norway and render the commodities originating in that country and 
specified in sections 94.2 to 94.5 of B.A.I. Order 373 no longer subject to the provisions of 
those sections. (C/L 2864.)
